On June 3, 2019, you filed a Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request seeking: 

Any written or electronic documentation, including any recordings, of David 
Bernhardfs remarks at a May 9, 2018 meeting with the Association of California 
Water Agencies. 

On June 3, 2019, we acknowledged your request and advised you of your fee status under the 
FOIA. We are writing today to respond to your request on behalf of the Office of the Secretary.
